The earthquake struck at 11 :08 a.m. 
MDT and registered 5.7 on the 
Rlchter scale of ground motion, said 
Dennis Meredith of the Seismology 
Lab at the California Institute of 
Technology InPnsadena. 

"It was so large It dislodged some 
of our sensitive.- .equipment," 
Meredith said. A slightly less Intense 
aftershock followed at 12:12 p.m. 
MDT, with the same epicenter. 

The epicenter was 15 miles nor- 
thwest of Bishop, In an area southiof 
Mammoth Lakes, according to Col 
Tech geophysiclst Douglas Given. 

The quake was felt In VIsalla, 
Fresno, ' Stockton, Bishop, 
Bakersfleld, Santa Barbara and Las 
Vegas, Nev. 

The second temblor, measuring 4.9 
on the Rlchter scale, was the largest 
of several hundred aftershocks, said 
Edna King of the U.S. Geological 
Survey In Menlo Park. All but a few of 
those aftershocks were too small to be 
felt, she said. 
The Initial quake was felt In a wide 
- area because- it was located more 
than eight, miles underground, Ms. 
King said. 

"The deeper it Is, the more distance 
It would travel," she said. 

"We had one rocksllde at Rock 
Creek, about 10 miles west of Bishop. 
—That-rocksllde-is-ln-a-to tally-rural 
campground area. No damage. I'm 
sure there was no one In the cam- 
pground," said Inyo County sheriff's 
spokesmanDlck Woods.

Statements offer way out of stalemate

MOSCOW — The carefully worded announce- 
ment that the Soviet Union and the United States 
have agreed to new arms talks lets each nation 
score diplomatic points while providing a face- 
saving exit from a yearlong stalemate. 

Western diplomats In Moscow said the wording 
- of the joint statement announced Thursday In ■ 
Moscow and Washington offers a smooth way out 
of the deadlock. 

"Like any good diplomatic deal, there Is 
something In here for both sides," said a West 
European diplomat who spoke on condition he not 
be Identified. "It helps both sides to preserve their 
face and get down to the problem at hand." 

For the Soviets, the agreement provides for 
discussion of the space weapons Issues they have 
been stressing. 

The use of (he phrase 1 'new negotiations" also 
allows Moscow to begin arms talks without public- 
ly backing down from Its firm refusal to resume 
the negotiations on reducing medium-range nu- 
' iweapona broken otflast year, -

For the United States, the statement provides 
for discussing all outstanding arms control pro- : 
hlems, not just space weapons. It also gives a 
boost to President Reagan's effort to show he is 
working to ease U.S.-Soviet tensions.

WASHINGTON — Paul H. Nltze, the United States' 
most experienced arms control negotiator, appears to 
bo the leading candidate to become a special envoy for 
follow-up talks after Secretary of State George P. 
Shultz. and Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko meet on arms control In Geneva, ad- 
mlnlstrntlon sources said Friday. 

The sources said that many senior administration 
officials, particularly those regarded as moderates, 
ore leaning toward the choice of Nltze, who was chief 
U.S. negotiator In the Intermediate-range missile 
talks In Geneva that were broken off by the Soviets a 
year ago. 

A possible hitch Is that appointment of Nltze or 
retired general Brent Scowcroft, who also has figured 
In speculation about the post, Is seen by conservatives 
as an attempt to circumvent hard-liners within the 
adjriinlstratlon.5uch as Defense Secretary Caspar W. 
Weinberger and his arms control deputy, RlchnrdN^

The fault-laced area 
on the east side of the Sierra Nevada 
Is one of the most geologically active 
In California. 

It Is part of on area where the U.S. 
Geological Survey In 1982 Issued a 
"notice of potential volcanic activi- 
ty," and the agency sent a team of 
geologists there following Friday's 
quake.

Since then, the Soviet Union has 
refused to resume the Geneva talks 
while NATO rockets are In Europe 
and the United States has balked at 
negotiations on other subjects such as 
space weapons If the subject of 
Euromlsslles cannot be raised. 

During the summer, when the 
Soviets proposed talks limited toa 
ban on space weapons the United 
States tried to win an agreement to 
expand the agenda. Now, even 
though Gromyko and Shultz will be 
talking, diplomats In Moscowpredict 
a long period of hard bargalnlngbe- . 
f o re any real progress can be made. 

"This statement represents joint 
progress, ' ' said one diplomat. But he 
added, "It Is a very small first step 
that leaves a lot of questions open." 

A West European arms expert who 
spoke on condition he not be Identified 
said: "The lesson of the last year Is 
that If you don't negotiate, you lose 
control."

The "North Korean news agency 
said, ". . . Guards of the U.S. side 
dragged' him (the tourist) away by 
the arm. Spotting this, one of the 
guard personnel of our side ap- 
proached the tourist to protect his 
safety." The agency's version said 
U.S. guards opened fire on the North 
Korean guard and then used 
v automatic-weapons- to- shoot three, 
other North Korean guards who came 
to the aid of the first guard. 

The Radio Pyongyang report had 
said earlier that one U.S. soldier fired 
on one. North Korean guard In a tug- 
of-war over the tourist. 

In Washington, U.S. State Depart- 
ment press officer Kathleen Lang 
denied the North Korean allegation 
.that the SovJeLdefecrnrJiaa^ccIden- 
tally stepped across the dividing 
llne."Those charges are totally 
false," she said. 

Neither American nor South 
Korean officials would Identify the 
Soviet man. The UN Command said 
he was "an apparent defector from a 
North Korean-sponsored tour of the 
Joint security area." 

Kyodo News Service in Japan Iden- 
tified him as Basil Mapuzak, 22. 

Sources who spoke on condition of 
anonymity said the apparent defector 
was taken to the South Korean capital 
of Seoul, 25 miles south of Panmuh- 
Jom. 

The 1953 armistice agreement 
allows each side to station five of- 
ficers and 30 enlisted men In the Joint 
security area. The soldiers are per- 
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mltted to carry sldearms, but not 
heavier, automatic weapons. 

No details were disclosed Im- 
mediately as to how long Friday's 
fight lasted or how many rounds were 
fired. The United Nations Command 
said It had requested a meeting of se- 
curity officers from both sides "to 
preclude further Incidents." The UN 
Command did not mention the type of 
weapons used In the shooting. 

Several buildings in Panmunjom 
straddle; the demarcation line, In- 
cluding a structure where two 
meetings have been held this month 
between North and South Korean of- 
ficials in an attempt to open a 
dialogue and case tensions between 
the bitter enemies.

- The world's 
second permanent artificial heart 
Implant Is scheduled to take place plant In 1982. 
Sunday morning at Humana Hospital 
Audubon, officials said Friday. 

The recipient, William J. 
Schroeder, 52, of Jasper, Ind., will 
undergo surgery to Implant the 
Jarvik-7 artificial heart at 6 a.nvMST 
"Sunday, according to Dr. Allan M. 
Lansing, director of the Humana 
Heart Institute International. 

T he hos pital's ev aluation commit- 
tee . unanimously approved 
Schroeder's participation after 
reviewing his records and Interview- 
ing him, the hospital said in a news 
release. 

Schroeder was referred to the In- 
stitute on Nov. 11, . when he was 
diagnosed as suffering from severe

In addition, by steering girls toward 
stereotypical . female roles, schools 
inadvertently encourage teen-age 
pregnancy, said Margaret Dunkle, 
co-director of The Equality Center in 
Washington, D.C., and a member of 
the Governor's Task Force on Teen- 
age Pregnancy In Maryland. 

A lack of child care during school 
- hours, classwork missed by students 
whose children have doctors' ap- 
pointments and school rules barring 
parents or pregnant students from 
such groups as the National Honor 
Society can nudge student-parents out 
of the classroom, Ms. Dunkle said In 
an interview Wednesday. 

"Right now," said Ms. Dunkle, 
"services are fragmented and the 
students who are 12, 13, 15 years old 
fall through the fragile safety net. 
They can't navigate the bureaucratic 
maze. In fact, most 30-year-olds 
can't." 

Nationwide, more than 1 million 
teen-age ■ mothers are raising 1,3 
million children) according to the 
Alan Guttmacher Institute of 
Washington, D.C., a non-profit 
research organization. Eighty per- 
cent of them never return to school 
" and more than one-quarter become 
pregnant again within a year, accor- 
ding to the National Center for 
Educational Statistics.

The Navy's charge was a set-up In retribu- 
tion for his vocal opposition to Navy super- 
sonic aircraft testing over rural Nevada, 
Bargen has alleged. He has testified before 
congressional -.committees that the sonic 
booms are a health hazard the Navy has ig- 
nored, and has spoken out against expansion 
of supersonic aircraft testing and training 
grounds over rural Nevada. 

The Navy has declined to comment on 
Bargen's allegations while the appeal is pen- 
ding.

'Deep Root' has Forest Service 
on defensive over road building

DENVER — There's a guy called "Deep Root" at a 
telephone somewhere in Montana who's driving the 
U.S.ForestServlceoutofltstree. > 
^'Deep.Root" Is elther.a present orfonner— he likes, 
to keep these details vague— Forest Service manager 
who Is leading a crusade to tell the world about what 
he considers a conspiracy between the logging In- 
dustry and his superiors in Washington to build thou- 
sands of miles of roads through pristine backwoods 
areas and thus open tens of thousands of acres of 

virgin trees to the clear-cuttersv 

Deep Root says this cozy arrangement between 



government and industry costs the taxpayers hun- 
dreds of millions of 'dollars and also renders large 
areas of forest Ineligible for protectories Wilderness 
Areas. 

For weeks now his calls have been coming in to The 
Washington Post bureau here and to the Denver of- 
fices of The New York Times, Newsweek, NBC, and 
other national media. Invariably, they are collect 
- calls from — as the-operator put3-it->—^'an-experi-- 
enced forest manager in Montana," ' 

Although be won't Identify himself, Deep Root 
makes It clear that he Is an Insider who knows a great 
deal about the Forest Service and Is not happy with 
what is going on. All he wants, he says, Is to draw 
some attention to "this conspiracy," As this article 
and pieces like It In other publications prove, he is 
succeeding. 

His targets are not at all pleased. 

Shortly after Deep Root started placing his calls. 
Forest Service officials here started calling reporters 
to make inquiries about their nemesis. "Did he hap- 
pen to leave a return number?" one Forest Service 
type asked me casually In the mldstof a long conver-" 
sation..'_'Dld he say. which forest he works at? " 

"The guy Is a regular public-relations expert," 
complains Hank Deutsch, the Forest Service's official 
spokesman here, who has been busy all autumn trying 
to follow Deep Root's rapidly branching trail and 
rebut his charges. 

"He knows just whom to call at every newspaper 
and magazine," says John Benneth, ot the Industrial 
Forestry Association, a trade group. Asa result, Ben- 
neth himself Kit the road this fall to give the newspa- 
pers and magazines his answer to Deep Root's criti- 
que. 

One reason the Forest Service and thcindustry have 
been so thin-barked about this lone whistle-blower's 
accusations Is that Deep Root Is chipping at an ex- 
tremely sensitive branch of national forest opera- 
tions: the Timber Sales program.

But soi.:e specific sales each year bring In less rev- 
enue than it costs the government to set up and run the 
sale (the Forest Service's costs include marking the 
cuttable trees and building roads to bring lagging 
machinery through the forests) . 

The Gener.il Accounting Office said the government 
actually lost money on 42 percent of Its sales in 1982. 
The Wilderness Society, a private environmental 
group, computed that the government spends $98 for 
every $2 It earns on timber sales In one Alaska forest

ments with big timber companies to continue those

"I love It when they say they need to cut a stand of 
timber on some remote mountainside for the good of 
wildlife," the whistle blower says sarcastically.

On this point, the dispute becomes snarled in con- 
fllcting Interpretations of data. — 

Forest Service Chief Max Peterson says "the U.S. 
Forest Service isn't on a road-building binge." He 
points out that construction money spent and miles of 
road completed have both declined slightly over the ' 
past four years. 

Deep Root and his environmental allies reply, that 
road-building has increased In areas they consider 
"potential wilderness lands." 

About 32 million of the Forest Service'slSS million 
acres are currently In Wilderness Areas. Pending 
legislation would almost double the Wilderness 
acreage, and almost all the increase would come In 
the Rockies, where Deep Root says the road-building 
effort Is most Intense. As the controversy deepens, 
and as Deep Root gets his story into more and more 
publications, the government becomes ever more In-' 
uteres ted In who this whistle-blower really is.

Humanists blink in light of foes' campaign

** AMHERST, N.Y. - Critics say the 
organization run by Frederick E. Edwords Is 
conspiring to Infiltrate America's schools and 
subvert Christianity, but he has his own word 
.fortheaccusation: "Irrationality." 
■■ The former radio announcer Is executive 
director of the American Humanist Assocla- 
.tlon — the main advocate for what Is common- 
ly known as secular humanism. 
•■ The organization's 3,500 members' are blink- 
ing these days In the spotlight of an antl- 
humanist campaign fueled by television 
preachers and pamphlets with titles like, "Is" 
Humanism Molesting Your Child?" 
. After a campaign season pervaded by 
religious debate; Edwords spends much of his- 
time defending humanism's reputation. 
. He denies that humanists are Invading the 
nation's classrooms— or would if they could. 
He says most humanists have little interest in 
debunking Christianity.. Some, he said, con- 



sider themselves Christians. 

Nevertheless, provocative statements do 
flow reg ularly from the 51 -year- old A me rica n 
Humanist Association, which has its head- 
quarters in a brick house on a lree-1 Ined street 
in this northern suburbof Buffalo. 

Humanists are dedicated to the proposition, 
that actions should be guided by reason and 
scientific inquiry balanced with compassion, 
rather than by "a leap of faith," in Edwords" 
words. 

"We base our ethical decisions and Ideals 
upon human needs and concerns as opposed to 
the alleged needs and concerns of supposed - 
deities or other transcendent entities or 
powers," he sold in a recent paper; 

Although most members consider 
themselves atheists or agnostics, some — In- 
cluding President Lyle Simpson; alawyerin- 
Des Moines, Iowa — identify themselves as , 
Christians. 

Christian humanists shrug off phrases such 
as "supposed deities," but those" same lines 
infuriate some rclicious advocates.

Siberians enjoy religious freedom after defection 



SEATTLE (AP) - After living in 

the U.S. embassy in Moscow for five 
years as one of the Siberian Seven, 
"LUla Vashchenkd says'whal she real- 
ly wonts now Is a telephone for her 
apartment so she can stay In touch 
wlthpeople. 

Mainly, she wants to call family. 
Her parents, and some of her sisters 
and brothers, live 40 miles away in 
Puyallup near their church, (he World 
.Qf..PcritecosL-0.ther.siblings..live in. 
Idaho and California. 

The Vashchcnko family, Including 
parents Peter and Augustlna and 
children Lilla, Lluba and Lldln, and 
Maria Chmykhalov and her son, 
Timothy, ore all from Chcmogorsk, 
Siberia. Seeking freedom to practice 



their Pentecostal religion, they went 
to ask advice at the U.S. embassy. 
They ended up staying In the embassy 
basemcnt'forflvc years' before'they^ 
were finally allowed to emigrate lost 
yeor. 

The wait was worth it, Lllfa says. 

"It's amazing, you arc free as a 
bird here," she said after a brief trip 
to visit her parents. "You Just get In 
the car and go where you want. You 
don't need tcvreglster with the police 
or anything. It's like having wings." 

The Voshchcnkos' odyssey began In 
1963, when they made their first trip 
to Moscow to seek permission to 
emigrate. Five more trips followed, 
and sometimes the parents were jail- 



During a trip in June 1978, a scuffle 
with police erupted. The Vashchenkos 
and Chmykhalovs took refuge in the 
■cmbassy="anddidn'tleavc. — : 

In the summer of 1983, the Soviets 
allowed the five Voshchcnkos and II 
other members of their family," as - 
well .as the Chmykhalovs and their 
family, to leave. 

The United States welcomed the 
Soviet emigrants. The Chmykhalovs 
settled In-Dallas-and Los Angeles, 
while Mr. and Mrs. Vashchsnko settl- 
ed In the Seattle area with Lilla, 27, 
Snsha, 25, Sara, 14, and Abraham. 10. 

For Lllla's parents, English has 
been the hardest port of the transition 
to American life. They take lessons 
two hours a day, four times a week. 



. but still, "We just feel like we are deaf 
sometimes," Mrs. Vashchenkosald. 

Another sister, Lldla, 33, who went 
on"a"hunger strike atrthe embassy in-

Effort to link Protestant churches at crossroads

A big, drawn-out ond persevering effort to 
link nine Protestant denominations In working 
unity reaches a crossroads next week on o broad 
set of proposed theological agrcemcnls. - 

They represent o consensus by specfnl study 
commissions on the essentials for church unity 
— faith, worship, membership, sacraments and 
the ministry. 

If they ore adopted by the Consultation on 
Church Union at a meeting Nov. 26-30 in 
Baltimore, they then would be relayed to the 
nine denominations for action by their gov- 
erning conventions. 

It is the second time In the 22-year history of 



the consultation that proposed agreements have 
reached o voting stage, this time Involving an 
extensive range of basic propositions. 

"It's a watershed In the consultation's life," 
says the Rev. Gerald F. Moedc of Princeton. N. 
J., the consul to lion's general secretary. "If the 
agreement Is adopted In Baltimore, common 
life will begin In earnest." 

The nine participating denominations have a 
total of about 23 million members and represent 
a wide spectrum of types of government, kinds 
of ministry and style of worship. 

They ore the Episcopal Church. Ihc United 
Methodist Church, the Presbyterian Church 
U.S.A., the United Church of Christ, the Chris- 
tian Church (Disciples of. Christ), the Interna- 
tional Council of Community Churches and 



three mainly black denominations: The African 
Methodl6t Episcopal Church, the African Meth- 
odist Episcopal Zlon Church and the Christion 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Each has 10 representatives to the 90-member 
consultation, half laity and half clergy. Three 
separate commissions have drawn up the 
recommended concurrences on the various 
aspects of church life. 

They propose mutuol recognition of baptism 
ond I loly Communion, establishment of o single 
ministry, regular shoring in Holy Communion, 
joint mission and service projects and con- 
stituting of councils to oversee the unifying pro- 
cess. 

These features. If accepted, would "constitute 
the skelelon of a united Christian body." Moedc 



writes in the Christian Century. 

However, the consultation, which started out 
in 1962 to formally merge churches found that 
Immediate organizational transformation 
would be too Jolting, and in 1973 shifted to a dif- 
ferent approach of growing Into unity. 

Key to that process Is what Is called 
"covenanting," or compacts among the chur- 
ches on acts and procedures of developing rein 
tlonshlps that will gradually bring the churches 
together. 

If the new proposed agreements arc accepted 
by the nine denominations, Moede says, "their 
separate institutional existence will not thereby 
be ended, but the fashioning and functioning of 
the Joints' and ligaments of a united _cccleslal 
body will begin."

But while the rebels issued writ- 
ten statements charging the regime 
with "using hunger as a weapon," 
they dismissed the Idea that they 
too, are exploiting the famine In 
their country to obtain publicity. 
__^Wo _are_taking_our_case.to„the. 
American media because In a free 
society, it is often the best means to 
start government action.". Paulos 
T. Giorgls,-the soft-spoken chair- 
man of the Eritrean Relief Associa- 
tion, said at a news conference lost 
Tuesday. 

The group headed by Glorgls 
works with the Eritrean People's 
Liberation Front, a rebel organiza- 
tion that has been fighting for the 
past 20 years for the Independence 
of Eritrea, a northern province. 

"We have all seen the pictures of 
misery and suffering as a result of 
the drought, but the media have ne- 
glected the complete picture — 
namely the war that has been going 
on for 23 years and that has become 
the prime source of misery for the 
people of Eritrea," Glorgls said. 

At a news conference Wednesday, 
another group of rebels from the 
Tigre province had harsh words for 
the government of Lt. Gen.

"The main cause of starvation 
and drought in Ethiopia ia the 
military regime," said Berhane 
Gebre, a member of the Tigre Peo- 
ple's Liberation Front. "Famine Is 
not given the highest priority In 
Ethiopia. The government is more 
concerned with killing the rebels." 

Gebre said Ethiopian- soldiers 
have burned crops in Tigre during 
the famine and have begun 
--«ac<atlng-lhoujiands.of-people so- 
they can launch an offensive 
against rebel forces. He also said 
the government _ has . tricked 
reporters In Ethiopia Into believing 
It Is doing Its befit to help feed Its 
desperate people. 

"While graphically presenting 
the pained 'faces of starving 
children, the International media 
has left unanswered critical ques- 
tions and failed to address Issues 
that Involve the lives of millions," 
said Gebre. 

Responding to those attacks, 
Pamene Eshette, charge d'affaires 
of the Ethiopian Embassy here, 
-denied In an interview, that-hit gov- 
ernment Is depriving people of food 
or relocating people for military or 

political purposes.- 

In fact, he said It Is the rebels who 
are hijacking emergency food con- 
voys to obtain supplies and 
discouraging people from walking 
to government outposts for food and 
medical treatment. 

"The rebels are nothing more 
than bandits," he said. "They are 
the ones taking food from hungry 
people."

Chile regime 
exiles 9 leftists

SANTIAGO, Chile — The military 
government announced Friday It has 
banished nine leftist leaders Into In- 
ternal exile, and the governor's office 
in Conception province - reported 
Left-wing guerrillas killed a navy con- 
script. 

In Santiago, the capital, thousands, 
of Roman Catholics gathered In chur- 
ches, work places and universities to 
-pray for an end to Chile's political 
strife. 

Monslgnor Juan Francisco Fresno, 
the archbishop of Santiago, had called 
for the "day of fasting and prayer" to 
case tension following President 
Augusto Pinochet's declaration on 
Nov. 6 of a state of siege. Fresno urg- 
ed Catholics to meet and talk about 
"how to construct peace in Chile" 
after 11 years of military rule under 
Pinochet, an army general who led 
the coup that ousted the elected gov- 
ernment of the late Marxist President 
Salvador Allcndc. 

"The archbishop's appeal has been 
ignored by the government, but it is 
very— Important-for— us— because— 1U 
gives us an opportunity to unite here 
and denounce Injustices," said Juan 
Alvarado, leaden of a discussion 
group at the parish church in La 
Legua, a working class district of 
Santiago. 

Late Thursday, a guerrilla group 
ambushed a navy ground patrol 
guarding on electric power pylon in 
the port city of Talcahuano In south 
central Chile, killing' one conscript, 
the Conception governor's office 
reported. It said a Belgian-made FAL 
automatic rifle was recovered as the 
attackers fled. 

It was the first fatal attack on .a 
government target since Pinochet 
suspended civil liberties early this 
month to combat what he called a 
Marxist-led Insurgency.

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Waste isn 't monopoly for government 



NEW YORK — A lot of fuss has been made about 
cutting waste In the public sector and still more 
will be heard in coming months, suggesting that 
government has a monopoly on the misuse of 
assets. 

Following the Grace Commission, which earlier 
this year reported that its recommendations could 
save the government 1424 billion In just three 
years, there recently appeared a new group, Citi- 
zens Against Waste. 

Individual executives and their representative 
Institutions are also expected to be speaking out 
loudly and often over the next few months. And 
other cut-government organizations are said to be 
—planned. — . — _ — - — ; . ; 

But what about the private sector — that area of 
the economy made up of non-governmental 
establishments, including corporations and a 
variety of not-for-profit organizations such as 
museums and philanthropic foundations? 

Few observers of the private-sector scene would 
answer that they have seen no waste. Many, It Is 
safe to say, are inclined to believe that waste in the 
private sector can cost taxpayers as much or more 
as public sector waste. ' 

It can cost, forexample, in reduced personal and 
corporate taxes as a result of unprofitable or poor 
performance; In reduced benefits to employees 
and shareholders; m bankruptcies; Instralnson ' 
municipal facilities.

Waste costs, whether it Is public or private. 
Eventually, it all shows up in a lower standard of . 
life than otherwise would be the case. 

Consider how much the waste of time costs. No 
less than $150 billion, says Robert Half, an 
employment specialist firm. Half calls the theft of 
-time America'ablggest crime. ■ : 

By his definition, theft Includes a lot of casual 
habits: Belnglateforworkjeavlngworkcariy, 
using the phone for personal reasons, socializing, 
feigning illness, and even operating another 
business during work hours. 

Half's figures are for employees, but executive 
waste and theft conceivably is more costly. 

Among more obvious areas of executive abuse Is 
compensation that has no relationship to personal 
performance or corporate productivity. 

Examples: Bonuses paid even when business 
falls; "consulting" contracts for retirees who are 
never consulted; and golden parachutes, or 
payoffs managers vote themselves when jobs arc 
threatened by unfriendly takeovers. 



Less obvious but probably more costly is the 
waste ofpcrsonsJ, physical and financial 
resources through bad management. When cor- 
porate resources are squandered, as they often 
are, the resuUls not limited to thecompany. 

Mismanagement, that Is to say, Is felt by the 
Immediate community In the loss of Jobs and in- 
comes, and by the various levels of government in 
lost tax revenues. If irreplaceable physical 
resources are depleted, it might even be argued 
that each citizen has been cheated. 

The U.S. loss of domestic markets often Is blam- 
ed on management near-sightedness. Was It a lack 
of foresight by US. carmakers that allowed ln- 
-roadsJapanescmanufacturers?-Isn'tit 
mismanagement when shoddy products are 
made?

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BSU takes on Dye's image

previewing the prospects of Idaho's 
three Big Sky Conference basketball 
teams this season.

'■ BOISE — Today marks the first day 
of the rest of Boise State basketball 
Coach Bobby Dye's life — or at least 
hts life at BSU. 

-That's because today — the Bron- 
cos open their 1984-85 basketball 
season In the Pavilion tonight with an 
exhibition contest against the Spirit 
Express of Boise — Is the beginning of 
_J3ye^chance^o_j3^1d_a_basketb£ " 
team in his own style at Boise State. 
-.Last year — Dye's first at BSU 
after seven seasons at Fullerton State 
and two at Cat State-Bakers field — he 
Inherited a ballclub of gunners and 
free spirits. That -sometimes sorted 
badly with his Ideas about discipline 
and emphasis on fundamentals and 
defense. 

- The upshot was that the Broncos 
started fast, highlighted by a 60-52 
upset of nationally ranked Fresno 
.State In mid-December, and ended 
dismally. The nadir came on March 1, ' 
with a 40-watt performance in a 4M7 
loss to Weber State that scotched 
Boise State's chances of hosting a 
first-round game In the two-stage Big 
Sky Conference basketball tourna- 
ment. 

,'JJow Vlnce Hinchen — the 
sometimes-Incandescent shooter who 
finished second In the league in scor- 
lfife last season — Ron Grossart, 
Rawn Hayes and James McNorton, 
the dramatis personae of last year's 
15-13 season, are gone, in their place 
, Is a team that, to a large extent, Dye 
recruited. 

"We definitely will have to rebuild 
our foundation after, losing the per- 
spnnel that we did," he says. "I really 
believe we have quality people com- 
ing back, but not enough to them. The 
new people will have to learn a great 
deal and fill some big shoes. In a 
hurry. '-' 

Dye brought In six new players — 



four junior-college transfers and two 
freshmen — to go with hfs seven 
returning lettermen. There are two 
Incumbent starters, but one of them 
— 6-2 senior point guard Frank 
Jackson — came on board with Dye 
last season. 

"it's been a group that's worked 
very hard, been very 'diligent," Dye 
says. "I think we've Jxsen very ten- 
tative so far, but thls'tifstill part of a 
feeling-out process. There's a lot that 
remains to be done, but we've made 
some progress." 

The most Immediate needs were to 
do something about the offense — 
Boise State finished fifth in the con- 
ference In that department with an 
.oL.66.8_ points, pet. game_=:- 
and rebounding, where the Broncos 
were dead last. For the former, Dye 
brought along two JC transfers, 0- 
foot-6 forward Kelvin Rollins, from 
California's Moorpark Community 
College, and 6-4 guard Craig Spjutc, a 
native Bolscan who played at Ricks 
College. Rollins will, at least at the 
start of the season, be Dye's quick 
forward, a position both Grossart and 
HJnchen played lost year. Rollins' 
strength is that he's quicker than 
Grossart and more balanced than 
Hinchen — he can both' shoot and play 
defense. • 

Spjute; who will play the position 
that Hinchen and this year's sixth 
man, Mike Hazel, occupied last 
season, will give BSU a good 
perimeter shooter and some needed 
depth at guard. 

"They both seem to have done 
well," says Dye. "Both of them have 
been very solid and have been show- 
ing signs of more consistency." 

Behind Rollins and Spjute are 
Roland Smith, 6-6 and another 
transfer from Ricks, and Jon Oliver, 
a 6-0 junior guard who made the team 
as a walk-on last year. Hazel, a 6-3 
senior' defensive, specialist who 
averaged 6.6 points and 15 minutes 
lost season, will back up Jackson at 
point guard. 

Jackson, Dye and everyone else ac- 
knowledges, will be the key to how far 
the Broncos progress this season and 
how fast. He was, save for Nevada- 



Reno's Curtis High and Montana's 
Marc Glass, the best point guard In 
the league a year ago, averaging 3.8 
assists a game and 9.8 points. This 
time. In addition to leadership on 
defense. Dye is expecting more point 
production from Jackson. 

"Frank Is very important to us for a 
lot. of reasons," says pyc.."He!s our, 
floor leader and he's got to be our 
most consistent player." .•>-;.'- 

The other linchpin Is 6-7 senior for- 
ward Bruce Bolden, Boise State's 
leading rebounder last season (S.8 per 
game! and by far the Broncos' most 
physical player. In the past. Dye has 
voiced his doubts about Bolden. but at 
this stage the Bronco mentor tikes 
_what-h&'S--cen__mn__" ' 
ward. 

"Bruce has played very well in the 
last couple of weeks," Dye says. 
"He's Improved his concentration." - 
-The fifth starter is 6-9 sophomore 
center Jeff Kelley, a 225-pounder who 
looks like a walking solution lo Boise 
State's rebounding problems. Kelley 
saw some action as a freshman, but 
he ever seemed to find himself. A 
strong leapcr and runner, he can get 
up and down the court with ease— but 
he stilt hasn't developed a consistent 
outside shot or become tough enough 
on the boards. 

"At times he's played extremely 
well," says Dye. "At times he 
hasn't." 

It may be Just a matter of tunc be- 
fore freshman Mark Warren, a highly 
recruited 6-8 freshman from Califor- 
nia who Is physical and can shoot, 
solves Boise .State's problems up 
front. 

"We think he can be part of the 
rotation Immediately," says- the 
coach. "But he will have to make the 
transition like everybody else."

Flutie completed 34 of 46 passes for

Flutle became the first ma- 
jor-college quarterback to break the 
10,000-yard mark In passing yardage 
.as he finished -the game with 10,303 
yards. He already the major-college 
career total offense leader with 10,537 
yards entering the Miami game. 

"With 28 seconds left, I said we've 
got at least four plays," Flutle said of 
his latest miracle — which took exact- 
ly four plays. "Let's get the ball out 
near mldficld and put one up into the 
end zone.
